Peonies  should  be  planted  on  well  drained  soil, 
free  from  shade  at  least  half  of  the  day;  open  sun- 
light being  an  advantage.  They  should  be  kept 
well  cultivated  and  no  fertilizer  placed  in  direct 
contact  with  the  roots. 

The  eyes  should  be  about  two  inches  below  the 
surface  of  the  ground  and  mulching  put  on  the 
first  winter  AFTER  the  ground  freezes.
